He declared the Hop- 
kins bill was an act to cripple the stat i 
of Maine in her representation in the 
house and in the electoral college.

Hopkins said, "If the gentleman on

with the state of Maine. 


Littlefleld replied, "The gentleman 


from Maine never defends criminals, 
but has prosecuted several and is pros- 
ecuting one now." 


Mr. Littlefleld called attention to the 


paradoxes in Mr. Hopkins system' of 
computations. First he cited the case 
of Colorado which was exploited yes- 
terday. Then he showed if total num- 
ber were to be 382-5 that Maine would 
"have four r resentatives, if 386 she 
would lose one, if 3S7-90 she would re- 
tain four, if 391 she would lose one, etc. 
The system seemed designed, he said, 
to play the battledore and ehuttecock 
win the state of Maine. 


"In it goes out it goes" said he, 


"whether the representation goes up or 
down." 


The gentleman points out these al- 


leged paradoxes under the -operation of 
the figures of the director of the cen- 
sus" interposed Mr. Hopkins, "Yet the 
Burleigh bill is predicated upon the 
process."

Washington, Jan. 5.—The house yes- 


terday had anotHr spirited struggle 
over the Olmstead resolution to investi- 
gate the abridgment of the suffrage in 
certain southern Blatefa, with a view 
to reapportionuient upon the actual ba- 
sis of suffrage. 


Mr, Olmstead offered to refer the mat- 


let to census committee If its chair- 
man would agree to act upon It within 
one week. 
Mr. Hopkins to this pro- 


posal replied that he was not in a po- 
sition to niaUe any bargain, but that 
the census committee would attend to 
all business before it, as it had done in 
the past. It was then voted without 
dissent to refer it to the committee, 
where the opposition desired it to go 
originally, and so the incident has for 
the p»"weent closed. 
The debate upon the resolution was 


'marked by exceeding frankness. Some 
of the southern members avowed that 
the attempt to enfranchise the negro 
had been a lamentable failure, and the 
action of certain states in legally elim- 
inating the blacks as factors at the 
polls, they said, was in the interest of 
civilization and progress. 


Mr. Hopkins then called up the reap- 


portionment bill for general debate, 
suggesting that a vote be taken on 
Mon- 


day. He said that 27 legislatures would 
tW» month be In session, some of them 
to adjourn in CO days, and that the ap- 
portionment bill ought to be passed in 
time to give them a chance to act tinder 
it, In dividing the states into districts. 
The Democrats demanded more time, 
suggesting Wednesday as the day for 
calling the previous question. 
Tues- 


day, at 2 o'clock, was fiually agreed 
upon as a compromise. 


Favorable action was taken by the 


senate committee on foreign relations 
ea tbe resolution previously introduced 
by Senator Lodge, declaring for the 
enactment of laws prohibiting the sale 
of opium and intoxicating liquors to 
the aborigines and uncivilized peoples 
of all countries, and the resolution was 
afterward reported to and passed by the 
senate. 


For five hours the senate discussed 


the army reorganization bill. 
The de- 


bate took on a wide range at times, 
but was confined principally to the 
question of tbe necessity for the in- 
crease in the regular army provided for 
In the pending measure. The Philip- 
pine question was threshed over at 
great length, but few really new points 
were advanced. 


One of the sharpest colloquies of the 


session was between Mr. Carter and 
Mr. Wellington of Maryland, and in the 
course of it tbe Alaskan boundary dis- 
pute was brought forward prominently. 


During the debate on the army bill 


Senator Hoar introduced an amend- 
ment which came as a sort of surprise 
to bis fellow senators. 
He prefaced 


bis motion with ihe statement: 
"Let 


the Filipinos come here; let them state 
their case. 
They can come and go in 


peace and honor. 
If we say to the 


Filipinos that we ,val aot consider theit 
case until they lay down on their 
knees, lay thei? hands upon their lips 
and their lips in the dust, this war will 
go on, if there is a spark of spirit and 
principle in their breasts, until every 
Filipino of one sex is exterminated, and 
until the women among them take up 
the fight and are exterminated also. 
Tbe way to prepare them for liberty is 
to set them frpe." 


His amendment read as follows: 
"Provided that no further military 


force shall be used in the Fhilippina 
islands, except such as may be neces- 
sary to keep order in places there now 
actually under the peaceable control of 
the United States, and to protect per- 
sons and property to whom, in che judg- 
ment of the president, protection may 
be due from the United States, until the 
president shall have first proclaimed 
amnesty for all political offences com- 
mitted against the United States in the 
Philippines, and, if In his power, shall 
have agreed upon an armistice with tbe 
persona now in hostility to the United 
States, and shall have invited such 
bomber, not less than 10, as he shall

At Lexington a few weeks a«o> an 


equal suffrage league waa flormed— 
about 30 being present—with Abraia 
W. Stevens as president. In accepting 
the presidency, Mr. Slovens made an 
address hi which he said, under the 
•econd h^d: 


"I am In favor of woman's rights, not 


because I think that she alona could 
better build or sail the ship of state 
than man, or that she alone would be 
more free from profligacy and fraud 
in public office than he. It is silly as 
well as false to make the general as- 
sertion that woman is superior to man 
or that man as superior to woman. 
Kither is superior to the other only 
when either thinks more truly, feels 
more deeply, or acts more justly than 
the other. The more scientific and 
truthful statement is that each has a 
peculiar function to perform in all the 
affairs of lift?, private and public, and 
that neither can safely be- excused from 
such performance" 


What is the irgument then for equal 


suffrage if women can't build or sail 
the ship of state better than men, if it 
is billy and false to say that men are 
superior to women or women superior 
to men? Mr. Stevens probably thinks 
he has given it when he says the truth 
is that "each has a peculiar function 
to perform in all the affairs of lifls, pri. 
vate and public, and that neither can 
safely be excuaecl from such perform- 
ance." If equal suffragists would agree 
to narrow the argument down to this 
there wouldn't be much left of them 
after a day's discussion. There isn't 
much anyway, a* a large part of what 
Mr. Stevens saye shows. Cut out the 
silly argument of women's greater pu- 
rity and supprior morals as forces wait- 
Ing to redeem the world, -which Mr. 
Stevens flreely does, and there is no 
remainder. 


Mr. Stevens honestly attempts to be 


scientific when he makes his plea, that 
women should run the whole gamut 
with men, that it is not good for man to 
be alone in anything, not even politics. 
This is nonsense. As -well say that wo. 
men alone should, not be interested with 
the nursery- 


There is not the slightest ground in 


the evolution of the race and its insti. 
tutions on which to base the contention 
tt»at anything needful to the state is 
missing when women are left out of 
politics. 


A MEW BREED OF MEN 


The good people whose only aim in life 


is to make us bad people better get 
to be very amusing at times. Probably 
Mark Twain with ail his humor would 
not be half so entertaining as one of 
these real, live reformers and trans- 
formers if we could only induce him 
to confide to us, unworthy and sadly im 
perfect beings, his complete scheme for 
our improvement and elevation. Take 
the delightful Dr. Parkhurst of New 
York, for instance. He would reform 
us by getting rid of us and finding a 
new stock somewhere. He has said: 


"The only] way to improve the rela- 


tions between men is to improve the 
men themselye^ It is a great thing 
to have an improved administration 
and something may be accomplished, 
by having an improved city charter, 
but what is bfttter yet would be to 
have a new br^ed of men." 


And, 
as if providentially provfl&d for 


the occasion, Dr- John B, Quackenbos, 
emeritus professor of psychology, Co- 
lumbia university, rises up and prac- 
tically says to I>r. Parkhurst: 
';We 


shall make your new breed of men to 
order." The doctor says, writing to 
the New York Herald on the promise 
ofl the Twentieth century as Dr, Park, 
hurst did: 


"And the end is not yet. You ask me 


to forecast the uses of hypnotism in the 
century which, has just dawned, I be- 
lieva that, as «m agent of physical cure 
it v>l\l shortly come to be universally 
employed by traiaed nurses to carry 
tlieir patients through the crises ot dis- 
ease-. It will be uesd by physicians 
for intra.uterine inspiration, the char- 
acter of the forming child will be de- 
termined by ante-natal suggestion, and 
this method ol improving ethically and 
intellectually a coming generation will 
be practised on sr large and broad a 
scale that society will feel the uplift. 


"Intelligent physicians will anticipate 


by hypnotism an inherited tendency to 
malignant growths, foitifymg through 
the channels ofi suggestion the system 
of the subject against any chemical, me- 
chanical or emotional cause fui the de- 
velopmnt of cancer, etc. Carcinoma, for 
instance, being rare under 30, the phy- 
sician of the f'.Uure will keep up the vi. 
tailty of the threatened tissues in cases 
where the heiitf.ge is suspected by pow- 
erful suggestions to the sub-personal 
mind, besun a: the age of 25- 


"Such will be the treatment of the 


twentieth century. 
Suggestions will 


further be used to regulate fecundity, 
and so control the population ofl the 
earth. Hypno.science is destined to 
demonstrate immortality on scientific 
pi-ilicip»t-s, i-i> ucteinuut- tile lo-\va lhaA 
govern telepathic intercourse, and pos- 
sibly to extend its investigations intc 
communication with spiritual Intelli- 
gence.

of psychological discovery."

In the lobby of a hotel the other 


evening a number of men were discuss- 
ing sports and sporting men when the 
subject of nerve and grit came up. One 
of the party, a well known California!", 
who knew "Lucky" Baldwin in the old 
days, said: 


"Baldwin was about the hardest man 


to be-chiseled out of anything he set 
his heart on getting that I over met up 
with. A whole lot of people tried to 
put it on him In business and other sort 
of deals, but none of these ever suc- 
ceeded in catching 'Lucky' Baldwin 
sufficiently asleep to make their plans 
stick. 


"Horsemen still talk about a funny 


game in which Baldwin figured on one 
of the Chicago race tracks a number of 
years ago. Baldwin had brought his 
magnificent string of thoroughbreds to 
Chicago to make an effort to annex tho 
swell stakes that were then on tap on 
the tracks in the windy town, and he 
got them home first or ia the money in 
many of the biggest events. Well, he 
had one of bin finest horses entered in 
a valuable long distance event, and 
Baldwin was particularly anxious to 
win this race, not so much for the 
purse end of it as for the glory of cap- 
turing the stake. His horse just about 
figured to win, too, and Baldwin in- 
tended to 'go down the line' on the ani- 
mal's chances, not only at the track, 
but at all of the big poolrooms in the 
country. He stood to clean up consid- 
erably more than $100,000 on the horse 
if the brute got under the wire first 
Baldwin's regular ..stable jockey was 
taken sick on the morning of the race, 
and the old man had,to hustle around 
for another boy to ride his horse in the 
big event. From another horseman he 
bought for a big round sum the release 
of a high grade rider, who was to have 
taken the mount on a thoroughbred 
that didn't figure to get near the money 
In the stake race. Baldwin gave the 
Jockey his instructions as to the way 
he wanted the horse ridden, and then, 
when the betting opened, his commis- 
sioners dumped Baldwin's money into 
the ring in such large quantities that 
the horse became an overwhelming fa- 
vorite. 


"A quarter -of an hour before the 


horses were due to go to the post a 
well known bookmaker, to whom Bald- 
win bad often exhibited kindness in 
less prosperous days, ran to where the 
old man was standing, chewing a 
straw, in his barn. 


"'Baldwin/ said the bookie to the 


old man, 'there',s a. job to beat you, and 
you're going to get beat They wanted 
me to go in with 'em, but you've al- 
ways been on the level with me, and I 
wouldn't stand for it 
The ring has 


bought up your jock, and your horse 
is going to be snatched.' 
" 'Much obliged for telling me that,' 


replied- the old man. 'I'll just make a 
stab to see that the boy doesn't do any 
snatching, though.' 
, 


"Baldwin 
borrowed another .guns 


from one of bis stable hands (In those 
days be always carried one of his own 
about as long as your arm), and with 
his artillery be strolled over the Infield 
and took up bis stand by the fence 
at the turn Into the stretch. He hadn't 
mentioned to anybody what he was go- 
ing to do, and $1%. folks who saw the 
old man making, for the stretch turn 
simply thought that Baldwin wanted 
to watch the race from that point of 
view. He did, for that matter, but he 
happened to have another end in view. 


"Well, the horses got away from the 


post in an even bunch, and then Bald- 
win's horse went out to make the run- 
ning. The jockey's idea was to race 
the horse's head off and then pull him 
In the stretch, making it appear as if 
the animal had tired. 
Baldwin had 


instructed the jock to play a waiting 
game and make his bid toward the fin- 
ish. 
The horse simply outclassed his 


company, however, and be didn't show 
any indications of leg weariness what- 
ever as he rounded the backstretch on 
the rail a couple of lengths in front of 
his field. Baldwin could see, however, 
that the crooked jock was sawing the 
horse's head off in his effort to take 
him back to the ruck. When the horses 
were still a hundred feet from him, 
Baldwin let out a yell to attract his 
jockey's attention, and then he flashed 
his two guns in the sunlight and bawl- 
ed at the jock: 


" 'Leggo that horse's head, you mon- 


key devil, and go on and win or I'll 
shoot you so full of holes that you 
won't hold molasses!' 


"The jock gave one look at those two 


guns that Baldwin was pointing 
straight at him.

New York Promoters Visit 


This City and Stamford 


Today 


OUTLINES OF THE PROJECf 


Will Take It a Yur l» Put It In Full 


Operation. 
Company to Be Or. 


ganized in New .York Some 


Time Next Week 


Thomas Barrington of New York, th« 


promoter of the new Portland cement 
Industry for Cheshire, which was de- 
scribed in this paper yesterday, and 
John H. Muldoon, agent for New York 
capitalists, were in this 
Mty today* 


Thin inofuihg they went to StajuXord 
with the Parnum brothers to look over 
the sawmill pUvnt there, which will be 
used for making barrels for the cement 
works. On returning to this city they 
expressed themselves as perflectly sat- 
isfied with the Stamford end of the 
proposition, and they will return to New 
York this evening, ready to report fa- 
vorably to the men who are ready to 
put their money into i^e scheme, 


Mr. Barrington talked at length to- 


day on the prospect* u* the company, 
which .will be known as the Cheshire 
Portland Cement and Lira* company. 
The main outline of the company's 
plans wa» given in yesterdey's Issue, 
but Mr. Barrington is confident that the 
new industry will be one of the most 
important that has ever come to Berk- 
shire county. 


Mr- Barrington Is experienced In the 


lime business, and first began to in. 
vestigate the possibilities of th« Chesh 
ire lime about a year ago. He dis- 
covered that there was to be found at 
Cheshire in quantities sufficient to last 
practically 
forever, every ingredient 


needed for the manufacture of the fin- 
est grade ofl Portland cement. To make 
sure, he had the lime and clay exam- 
ined by experts, who also visited the 
place, and reported favorably on the 
quality and quantity. 


The lime Is reported to be the finest 


ever analyzed, being almost purs, which 
the clay found there contains a very 
high percentage of silica- This will 
be almost ths only Portland cement 
works located fit «, point where all the 
Ingredients for Its manufacture can be 
secured on the spot, making a. great 
saving in the cost of Its manufacture- 
It will also b« the only Portland ce- 
ment works to New Ens-land, which 
means a great saving of freight rates 
to New England points, and as New 
England alone uses something like 500,- 
000 barrels of convent a year, the mar- 
ket of the company is assured- 


At Cheshire the company! will put 


up a Portland cement plant 400 feet 
square, having six rotary kilns, with a 
to,tal capacity ofl 1000 barrels of cement 
a ,day. In addition to this, there will 
be built a switch from tbe Boston & 
Albany road to the works, and a cable 
road from the quarries to th« works. 
In tblc and other ways the new com- 
pany will entirely substitute machinery 
for hand power, and will thus greatly 
increase the capacity If the works. The 
present Uroe business, which will be 
carried^ on, wUt thereby be Increased 
witlioui requiring more hands. 


The cement plant will call for the 


employment of about 300 hands. This 
•will give employment to every man in 
Chesnire who "s now out of work, and 
will bring many new families to the 
town. For those, the company plans 
to put up from 30 to 50 comfortable 
bouses at once. 
l 


The Aain office of the company will 


be In Pittsfield, with a branch office in 
this city- There will be considerable 
local capital In It, Alfred S. Farnam, 
Albert S. Farnam, D. W. Devanny and 
Samuel Dodge are among the heavy 
stockholders, and the Farnama will 
have the practical management ofl the 
business at .Cheshire. The company 
will hold a meeting in New York next 
w«ek, when officers will be elected. Mr. 
Devanny of Pittsfield Is scheduled for 
treasurer, and Mr. Barrington will be 
one of the directors. 


In addition to the manufacture of ce- 


ment, the new company plans to devel- 
op the lime business, and instead of 
shipping' it to New York by rail, wall 
send it to Huison. and from there b;' 
boat- New fields of trade will be open- 
ed up, and Mr. Barrington expresses 
the belief that the new company will 
build up the largest lime business in the 
country. The Farnam's lime quarries 
in this city will be continued under the 
management of Harry M. Farnam. for 
the trade in this locality. 


It wilT take till about April 1 to com- 


plete the !>lans for the cement plant, 
and the building and equipment will not 
be finished and In working order flor 
about a year.

'ANECDOTE OF DONNELLY. 


rmm*um Bme»ml*m'f Veatwe In Ife- 


chlaerr «* Hl» Utt at * Lawyer. 
A good story was told seme time ago 


la a little company of attorneys about 
tbe late Ignatius Donnelly's aptoess at 
repartee, say* tbe Minneapolis Journal. 
Tbe incident occurred some years ago 
when Mr. Douuelly was sued by an 
agricultural firm to recover ou some 
notes he had giveu for a machine on 
which it was alleged nothing bad been 
paid. Donnelly put in the usual reply,, 
that the machine was not a good one 
and that be ougbt not to be required to 
pay the notes. 


After conducting tbe examination tbe 


opposing attorney thought he saw a 
way to corner the wily Donnelly, and 
began by asking him: 


"Mr. Donnelly, did you buy a ma- 


chine like this iu 18S4?" 


"Yes, sir," answered he. 
"And" some time after that did you 


buy another?" 


"Yes. 
sir. I CM." 


"And now you purchased this ma- 


chine?" 


"Yes, sir, I bought it." 
"Now, Mr. Donnelly, you were sued 


for tbe payment of each machine, were 
you not, and In each case you put in 
the same answer that you did la tbla 
case, that the machine was not a good 
one and was really defective?" 


"Yes. sir, I believe so," replied tbe 


great Baconian. 


"Now, 
Mr. Donnelly, please tell no 


why it was that after purchasing two 
machines of this company, both oC 
which were poor and valueless, you 
went to them for a third," asked tbe 
attorney, with a triumphant glance 
around at bis brother attorneys. 


"Well," replied Mr. Donnelly dryly, 


"I presume It was for tbe same reason 
that after you had been beaten in tbe 
first two suits the company persisted 
in employing you to prosecute tbe 
third." 


Ignatius Donnelly Is best known as 


the author of an ingenious series of 
arguments to prove that the plays of 
Shakespeare were really written by 
the great philosopher, Francis Bacon, 
says the San Francisco Examiner. His 
contention includes tbe argument of 
the previous anti-Shakespearean writ- 
ers that Shakespeare was illiterate 
and incapable of having made the 
classical allusions with which the plays 
abound, whereas Bacon was a pro- 
found scholar; that there are many 
striking parallelisms between the ac- 
knowledged wi'itiEgs of Bacon and 
those of tbe author of the plays, and 
that Bacon bad a motive for conceal- 
ing his connection with any work 
intended for the theater. 
In addition 


to this Mr. Donnelly claimed to have 
discovered a cipher running through 
certain of tbe plays, by means of which 
Lord Bacon, who was noted as an 
Inventor and user of ciphers, explicitly 
announced bis authorship of them. 
Donnelly's "discoveries" are certainly 
very ingenious and show a most pains- 
taking familiarity with all-the pecul- 
iarities of Shakespeare, but they have 
never been seriously considered by the 
critics most competent to pronounce 
upon the subject In addition to this 
Donnelly wa.s tbe author of "Atlantis, 
tbe AntedUuvia.n World," and "Bagr*> 
rek, the Agfe of; Fire and Gravel," both 
Interesting And original books.

THE YOUNG MEN. 


Some time ago it was suggested by 


Judge Tenney that something should be 
Uone for the welfare of the young men 
of the town. He also suggested that 
the matter be taken up b;' the minis- 
ters and teachers- and all townspeople 
who were interested In the matter, and 
that a plan be adopted by which the 
surroundings of the young men might 
be Improved upon. Since that time the 
ministers and some of the townjpeople 
have been turning the matter over In 
their minds and several suggestions 
nave been made, but no action has been 
taken except the effort to form an eve- 
ning sphool for them. Although every 
possible advantage and Inducement has 
been offered the young men to join the 
•cbooi, the committee in charge so far 
has not received a single application. 
The townnvUl be thoroughly canvassed 
later and an effort be made to get out 
many of the yourig men and interest 
them in the work. It would seem that 
there is something else which must be 
done to interest the young men. and it 
is possible that some sort of a club may 
be formed. In very few places of the 
size of WilUamstown do there exist 
such poor advantages for young men. 
There is no place In town where a 
young man can go in the evening where 
the surroundings are such as are de- 
sirable. There is no public reading 
room; there is no social organization of 
the right kind; there is no Y. M. C. A. 
home; there is not even a fair public 
library. The only place for the boys to 
spend their evenings la at home un- 
less they stand about street corners, 
under church sheds or in some place 
where the conditions are directly the 
reverse of those desired. It has been 
suggested that a reading room or a 
public library be furnished, where the 
ycuug men can spend their evening s 
ia reading. The present library is a. 
disgrace to the town, and can scarcely 
be called a public library. It Is located 
in a dingy little room, and open only 
a few hours in the week. There is no 
reading room in connection with it, 
and on the whole it is of but very little 
use to anyone. A young men's reading 
club; a Y. M. C. A. home and a young 
men's gymnasium club have ail been 
suggested, but no action has been taken 
in the way of forming any one of them. 


NO MORE DISTURBANCES. 


The Culhane, Cbace and Weston min- 


atrels were greeted by a very good at- 
tendaiice In the opera house last eve- 
ning. It is gratifying to learn that a 
performance in this town can be well 
supported by the town people, when 
there is no one present to make a dis- 
turbance. For some time past the 
townspeople have ETlven up attending 
any of tla attractions at the opera 
house because of the disturbance made 
by the young men from the college. 
These disturbance* have been tolerated 
for a long while because the young 
men have occupied the best portion of 
the house, but in the future, there will 
be no disturbances allowed, and the 
townspeople can feel safe to attend the 
plays in the house without being an- 
noyed as they have been in the past. 


STATE BOARD NOT HEARD FKOM. 


The board of health sent a sample °f 


water taken from the spring on Ar- 
nold street, to Boston several weeks 
ago, to be tested, but as yet they have 
not heard from it. It was belie- ed at 
the time the water was sent awa' that 
it was the cause of the many cases of 
typhoid fever in that part of the to\vn. 
Most of the cases which were »npor*ed 
to the- board during the summer \\cie 
trim that part of the town and it led 
the board of health to believe tnat the 


• spring was impure. A sample ot the 


\\ater was therefore sent away but it 
V.as not as yet been heard from. 


SAND SPRINGS WATER RECOG- 


NIZED. 


The Sand Springs mineral water, has 


ueen given a pcsition. in the United 
States Mineral water report of last 
year, for the first time in the history of 
the spring. The water has for many 
years been on the market, but for some 
reason It has never before appeared in 
the annual report. For the past two 


• years a great deal of attention has been 
given to advertising the water and as a 
.result the demand has greatly Increas: 
ed, until it is now being shipped to all 
parts of the United States. 


RAILROAD MAN INJURED.

Long enough betore I, a lieutenant o1 


infantry, made my first trip across. th 
great Staked plains of Texas as an e: 
cort to a couple of civil engineers I ha< c 
heard of the death bird of the desen 
No living man had ever seen it, bu 
there were plenty who had heard it 
notes, and ita notes always meant da>- 
ger. One might travel to and fro 01 
the Staked plains for a year and neve. 
see a bird of any sort except about thei. 
edges. The only living things to bi 
met with are serpents, lizards, scorpi 
ons and skulking wolves. The aridnes:. 
and desolation are too much even foi 
the buzzards. 


The death bird, so the legend went, 


appeared only at night, and then no 
man saw him. He came to give warn- 
ing. 
His notes were peculiar, and no 


hunter could Imitate him, but one hear- 
ing them in the silence of the night and 
tbe desert could make no mistake. Be- 
fore making the trip an old hunter said 
tome: 


"There Is but one danger to look out 


for— the Apaches. They may follow 
you clear across the desert. 
They 


will not attack you by daylight, but at 
night, without your having seen a sign 
of them, they will creep upon you as 
softly as serpents and spare none. Lis- 
ten for the notes of the death bird, and 
when you hear them take instant warn- 
ing." 


There were 16 of us in the party. 


Fourteen soldiers were supposed to 
constitute a force able to take care of 
itself anywhere. There was more anx- 
iety as to our water and rations than 
as to the Indians who might dog our 
footsteps. It was midsummer, and the 
heat on that great surface of sand and 
alkali soil was simply terrific. After 
the first day, when we were clear of 
shelter, a march of six or eight miles 
was all any one was capable of. The 
nights brought cool breezes and recu- 
peration, but they also brought a lone- 
liness no person can describe. Men 
afloat on the wide ocean in a small 
boat hear strange sounds at night and 
are made afraid. Men on the desert 
are almost made cowards by the un- 
canny surroundings. 
If. there is the 


chirp of" a cricket or the howl of a coy- 
ote, it is not company. It simply adds 
to the loneliness. If the night is unbro- ' 
ken, then it is as if a heavy blanket 
had been thrown over your bead to , 
shut <5ut tbe living world. 
i 


We saw nothing of Indians. No one ' 


believed that a party took our trail. A 
faithful watch was kept, however, but 
after a few nights when I had come to j 
realize how helpless we really were I , 
found myself depending on that legend 


i of the death bird. If we were menaced, 


he would warn us. We bad been out a , 


j week when there came the blackest of | 


black nights. It was black because it I 
was moonless and a storm was gather- I 
ing. Our tents were set up in a clus- 
ter, but they could not be seen at a dis- 
tance of six feet. Three sentinels were 
on duty, but they could not see the 
sands at their feet. If the Indians had 
followed, there would never be a bet- 
ter night for a curprise. It would be 
no trick at all to creep within stabbing 
distance of the E<mtinels, and a volley 
of arrows and bullets sent through the 
tents must wound or kiL most of us. 


I was sitting in the door of my tent 


an hour after midnight, wondering 
how soon the storm would break, when 
there came to me from a point not far 
distant the notes of the death bird. 
They sounded a bit like tbe call of a 
quail, and yet they were unlike. They 
were like -words instead of notes. They 
were soi't and clear," and from the very 
first they said to me: 


"Look out! Look out! Look out! 


Danger! 
Danger! 
Danger! 
Death ! 


Death! 
Death!" 
| 


I repeat that the bird seemed to be i 


talking insteadj of crying out in its nat- 
ural notes. I 'may have got this idea . 
from my state of nervous apprehen- 
sion, but so it was. I turned and woke 
up the two sleeping engineers and nsk- 
ed them to listen. They did not make 
out words as I did, but one of them 
whispered: 


"That's a danger cry, or I never 


heard one. I tell you we are menaced 
by some great peril!" 


Thrice the death bird called its notes, 


and then all was silence as before. A 
soldier was sent creeping away to call 
in tbe sentinels. 
A few rods to the 


north of us, as we had noticed when 
going into camp, tbe sands had been 
toyed with by some strong gale until 
the ridges almost formed a natural 
fort. With the greatest care and in the 
deepest silence we left tents and bag- 
gage, and, taking nothing but, our wa- 
ter bottles and muskets, we crept out 
of camp to the north ana by and by 
reached the fort. It was so dark that 
men had to be felt for instead of spo- 
ken to, but at the end of half an hour 
we lay In lino with our muskets resting 
on a sand ridge and pointing toward 
camp. One could tell by the feeling in 
tbe air that the storm would soon 
break and that the first break would be 
a virid flash of lightning. Tbe men 


then we lay there in the pouring rain 
"ill daylight came. There had been in 
he band, as near as we could figure it, 
I Indians. We had fired without ajm, 
ad the destruction wrought was due 


> luck or accident, but there were 16 
dskins lying dead on the sands 
round the camp. Among these were a 
all chief, a subchief and five or six 
oted warders. Our volleys had ac- 
omplished mere than a year's cam- 
oaigning with 600 soldiers.

hey brought peace for two years. Said 
one of the survivors to me afterward: 


*'We had planned to kill the entire 


lot of you. We heard the notes of the 
death bird and knew you would hear 
them also, but we didn't believe you 
would understand the warning. Had 
you not understood and moved away 
not a man of you would have escaped."

To Raise Palm» From Seeds. 


To start palm seeds is an easy mat- 


ter. Place half a dozen seeds in a six 
inch pot, covering them so they will be 
about two inches below the surface. 
They should then be well watered, and 
the soil should be kept fairly moist con- 
tinually until the little seedlings push 
their way up. The soil should never be 
allowed to dry out, nor should it be 
kept_ soggy. Another good plan is to 
place all the seeds in a box of moist 
sand and examine them every few 
days. Those that burst and begin to 
sprout may be planted in fiat boxes two' 
or three inches apart in a good, rich, 
sandy soil, or they may be potted if 
well started in small potf. 


It should be borne in inind that the 


embryo, or seed, leaves of palms are 
usually entirely different in form from 
the true, or character, leaves which 
come later. In the embryo loaves the 
form is long and narrow, swordlike and 
usually with no divisions.—Robert R. 
McGregor in Woman's Home Compan- 
ion.

One of the m<*t Interesting spots ia 


Sydney is the polut in the famous har- 
bor known as "Mrs. Macquarle's 
chair." It is the eastern point of the 
domain, and the great natural seat in 
the rock facing down the harbor is said 
to have been a favorite resting place of 
the wife of Governor Macquarie, who 
represented the British government— 
also as governor geaeral of Australia— 
ttt Sydney In the early days of the nine- 
teenth century. "Mrs. Macquarle's 
chair" has long been the favorite report 
of suicides and sweethearts, and many 
murders have been committed near the 
spot. It was also the main resort of 
shark fishers In the days when a re- 
gard was given for each chark fin de- 
livered at the water police station, the 
object, of course, being to thin out the 
dread man eaters from the harbor, 
where they became plentiful and dan- 
gerous as the city of Sydney grew in 
size. 


It was there one night that a broken 


down immigrant came to a strange 
turn in his fortunes. Not able to ob- 
tain employmert, he spent his last 
shilling in a fishing line and shark hook 
and cast off from "Mrs. Macquarie'*; 
chair." After patiently waiting for 
some time, another tramp joined him, 
and this changed the luck, for he Im- 
mediately got a fine "bite." It took the 
two all their time to haul the shark 
ashore, but when they got him in h* 
proved a beauty—25 feet 10 inches 
long. They cut off his fin—15 shillings' 
worth in the morning—and, being anx- 
ious to make all they could out of the 
haul, proceeded to "rob" the monster. 
They had often read of diamond rings, 
gold watches and poeketfuls of sover- 
eigns being found inside sharks, for, 
while these fish can digest a man, they 
are not able to negotiate metal. 


Inside, among other things, they 


found the body of a German, and from 
the papers in bis pocketbook it was ap- 
parent that he must have been in Lon- 
don about three weeks before. Indeed, 
in his overcoat pocket there was a copy 
of a London newspaper dated 20 days 
previously. It was in 1870, before the 
cable was laid between Europe and 
Australia, and the steamships took 
over six weeks on the voyage between 
London and Sydney. The paper con-

fice, where bis peculiar earnestness soon 
got him aa audience with the busy 
broker. No one in Sydney at that mo- 
ment dreamed of war between France 
and Germany, and wool was being sold 
merrily at ninepence a pound. 


"Well, my man, what can I do for 


you?" asked the broker. 


"I want you to tell me," said the poot 


Immigrant "what the price of wool 
would be in Sydney should war break 
out between France and Germany. It 
Is ninepence now." 


"About 3 to 4 shillings," said the bro- 


ker. 


"Very well," replied the visitor. 


"Now, the French troops are marching 
on Berlin, and what promises to be a 
long and bloody war has actually be- 
gun." 


"Nonsense," said the broker. "The 


mail from London came in yesterday, 
bringing news up to sis weeks ago, and 
there is no news of that wild sort." 


The immigrant thereupon unfolded 


the London paper, dated three weeks 
previously. There was no humbug 
over that. There could be no humbug 
about it, for such a paper could not be 
produced in Sydney, and besides Its 
matter gave abundant proof of !ts gen- 
uineness. Wool was already 4 shillings 
a pound on the London market. 


On the Wool Exchange people thought 


that broker mad when they saw him 
buying up all the wool on the market 
and wiring offers all over the colonies. 
He made a "corner," at any rate, pur- 
chased all the wool in Australia and 
looked happy. Sure enough, iu a few 
weeks' time out came the news by the 
mall steamer, and up went prices. The 
broker sold out for 3 shillings and more 
a pound aad realized some £4,000;000 
on the deal.

his "Up," and'this set the poor chap up 
In the world. 
He has got along so

After almost 23 years of service in 


the Massachusetts volunteer militia, 
Colonel Frank S. Richardson of this 
city has resigned his commission. His 
resignation was forwarded to head- 
quarters about the middle of November 
but as the accounts for the payments 
for the field day in November were not 
adjusted until December 28, his duties 
as paymaster necessitated his remain- 
ing until now. 


Colonel Richardson first enlisted in 


this city as a private in Company C 
of the Second battaliou, February 8, 
1878. 
He had aU the qualifications of 


a soldier and was promoted from pri- 
vate to second lieutenant, then to first 
lie-ntenant and f%ially to captain. In 
the latter office was captain ofl Com- 
pany F or the Second regimen*', M- V-M. 


It was" January 4, 3894, when he was 


appointed colonel on Governor Green- 
haJge's staff and after serving two 
years was reappointed by Governor 
Wolcott and served for a year. At the 
end of that time he was appointed in- 
spector of the Irst brigade, which also 
carried with it the duties of paymaster 
of all the unattached companies. 


The duties of inspector demanded that 


Colonel Richardson visit and inspect 
39 companies yearly. Most of the com- 
panies were in the east, thereby caus- 
ing him to be away frequently from his 
business in this city. 


It is owing1 to his duties here as man- 


ager and treasurer of the North Ad- 
ams gas company that Colonel Richard- 
son was flDrced to resign- The business 
has grown steadily and while he regret, 
ted exceedingly to leave the service 
yet he felt it Imp-erative, 


It was after the last encampment at 


South Framingham last summer that 
Colonel Richardson made known his 
intention of resigning to his fellow of- 
ficers and thev urged him to remain, 
recognizing the value of his service. 


It is just to say of Colonel Richard- 


son that while he thoroughly under- 
stood the duties of his office and was 
exact in all his work, yet all the minor 
officers, especially the captains and 
privates with whom he had relations, 
respected him highly and will resret 
exceedingly his leaving. 
He loved the 


service and was always alert for its 
best interest iind improvement- 


Especially will Company M of Adams 


miss the colonel. At their armory he 
was always a most welcome guest and 
he was ever «-eady to give full credit 
to the company and its officers for their 
very fine work and high standing. 


A last mark oS his devotion to the ser- i 


vice was the recent donation of a gold 
medal to Company M as a prize for the 
best yearly marksmanship. 


Colonel Richardson retires knowing 


that he has performed the duties of his 
office to the best of his ability, and with 
the assurance that he has accomplsh- 
ed much for the good of the service. 
His fellow officers regret his reslgna 
tion, and will remember him as a genial 
and efficient comrade.

company in Adams. 


Many items vere introduced by the 


witness shcm:r.g a transfer of balance 
from the old to the new ledger on Jan 
uary 1, 1873- He stated that on that 
date the assets nnd liabilities ofl the cor- 
poration were ?360,S89, exclusive of the 
plant. The net value of the assets at 
that time as shown by the books of the 
corporation was $370,264, also exclusive 
of the plant. There were no trade ac- 
counts closed between January 1, 1873, 
and July 15, 187?. on the books and the 
assets and liabilities on June 30 of that 
yeu i were $409 541. 


The witness further stated that he
